Paul and Chicago and St. Paul Itself 
was little more than a hamlet. 


"I had a brother who was the first 


locomotive engineer on the Milwau- 
kee system."

"I came west and wanted a Job and 
finally met a man who wag the Mil-, 
waukee's general freight agent, gen- 
eral passenger agent and a lot of oth- 
er, things all In one. 
He gave mo a
